They can be put out 
of commission, but if the Germans con- 
tinue to exercise their .present efficiency, 
they will be fully restored in one to two 
years’ time 

Where is there the army in size and 
equipment that can face them anywhere 


with any probability of decisive victory? 

Unless there are military secrets to 
which we are not privy, the answer is— 
nowhere 


Not Military People 

The British are not a military people, 
and heaven knows we are not. The Anglo- 
Saxon world is trying to scramble together 
in two or three years’ time an army 
adequate to face the Germans, who have 
spent twenty years building the greatest 
machine on earth 

It is nonsense to speak of the German 
y as a creation of Hitler. The German 
1y is a creation of General Von Seekt 
and of the treaty of Versailles. The pro- 


visions of that treaty limited the German 
forces to 100,000 men, and attempted to 
prevent Germany from building trained 


reserves by requiring a twelve years’ en- 
listment. The result was that 100,000 
officers were trained and the system of 
highly mobile and mechanized troops per- 
fected in every detail of planning long 
before Hitler became chancellor. He 
simply gave that army the green light and 
forty billion dollars to work with for 
seven years before he started the war. 
And forty billions didn’t mean forty bil- 
lions in our terms because he didn't pay for 
planes and guns what this country pays— 
not by a long shot. 
_ Superiority 

The superiority of this army has had 
its first great test in Russia. France was 
a pushover for so many reasons; including 
intrigue, treason, corruption and fifth 
columns that it was really no test. The 
French collapse was as much a political 
defeat as a military one. 

But the Russians had also prepared 
for war for twenty years and were not 
inferior to the Germans in manpower or 
in bulk of material. Russia had no fifth 
columns. The Russian soldiers fight and 
die as well as any on earth, and Russia 
was preparing for a total war when I was 
in Russia in 1927. 

Where the Russians have proved 
themselves inferior jis in officer-leadership 
and organization, That is partly Russian 
and even more the fault of the Commun- 
ist system, which has succeeded in 


this week, with the Admiralty disclosure 
that more than 1,200 members of sub- 
marine crews are prisoners of war. 

As it is quite rare for the entire crew 
of a submarine to be captured—a ship so 
little damaged that it had no casualties 
would not have to surrender except under 
unusual circumstances—the ffigure of 
1,200 presumably represents a much 
larger loss to the enemy than the 30 or 
40 submarines which would require an 
aggregate crew strength of that number 

Further, many submarines are known 
to have sunk without survivors at all 

All this: is encouraging and leads to 
the hope that at long last the tide of war 
is turning in our direction. 


Eleventh Hour 


Next Tuesday, we celebrate Armistice 
Day, which, by act of parliament and the 
operation of poetic justice, has in recent 
years been translated into Remembrance 
Day. 

When the change was made, people 
objected to the term “Armistice Day” be- 
cause they said there was nothing con- 
clusive about it, that it was peace we 
would want to commemorate, not merely 
an armistice 

Yet, those who coined the original 
term must have had an instinctive sense 
of the unhappy fact that an armistice was 
all we were ever to achieve—ne€ver a 
peace. 

However, the change from Armistice 
Day to Remembrance Day was a happy 
and an appropriate one because, as the 
years go by, the mere cessation of hostili- 
ties seems to be the least of the things it 
is helpful and necessary for us to 
recollect. 

It is much more significant and es- 
sential for us to remember that we fought 
than that we stopped fighting—for a little 
while 

The one thing that looms up highest in 
my mind when I think of Armistice Day 
is that the armistice came at the eleventh 
hour—the eleventh hour of the day, the 
eleventh hour of the month and the 
eleventh hour of the year. 

It was the eleventh hour, too, of our 
resistance, the eleventh hour of our 
strength and the eleventh hour of our 
hopes 

We should not be.too gloomy, then, 
when things look dark today. If we wrest- 
ed victory from defeat 23 years ago, we 
are entitled to the confidence that we 
shall do it again—if we throw our hearts 


and souls into it from this hour. Not 
otherwise. For this, too, is an eleventh 
hour. 
Another Day 
This being, the season of Remem- 


brance, you wifl pardon me if my mind 
goes back a little 

Twenty years ago tonight, I was in 
Washington where I proposed to write a 
little about the great Washington Con- 
ference on the Limitation of Armament 
which was shortly to begin. 

The statesmanship of the earth was 
gathered there. One ran into celebrities 
at every corner, It was not unlike a living 
replica of that church in Florence, deés- 
cribed by Byron, where there was buried 
enough genius to furnish forth another 
world 

First of all, there was Harding who, 
at that time, made the most intelligent 
gesture of his career by. scrupulously 
Standing aside to let more able men con- 
duct the Conference.

Collective Bargaining 

Editor, Bulletin: Most of the politicians 
and newspaper men who have visited 
England recently and have been telling 
the story of what they saw there say that 
“England has no labor troubles.” Coming 
at a time when the Canadian government 
is having u spate of trouble with labor the 
implication is that Canadian labor is more 
recalcitrant and averse to helping on the 
defense effort than British. On the face 
of it this would seem to be true, but there 
may be a reason, And that is to be found 
in the very different attitude which ob- 
tains between the British and the Cana- 
dian government in their relation to the 
worker and to labor unions. 

Collective bargaining has been uni- 
versally accepted in England for many 
years as an essential condition of healthy 
industrial relations. The Canadian govern- 
ment gives lip service to the principle and 
strikes are legalized; but at the same time 
it is as anti-union as it dares to be. More- 
over, in England labor legislation is not 
enacted without consulation with the re- 
presentatives of Jabor. A short time after 
the Churchill regime began in May 1940, 
Ernest Bevin, minister of labor, called the 
representatives of labor together and talk- 
ed over thee question of their rights and 
to what extent they were willing to forego 
some of them for the duration of the war. 
The result was an agreement that strikes 
should be banned in defence industries 
Since then there have been some strikes 
—more of them in 1940 than in 1939—but 
the government has never enforced the 
law 

The Canadian government follows a 
very different plan. It not only does not 
consult with labor—it even does not con- 
sult with the house of commons — but 
passes orders-in-council and presents them 
to the country as ultimatums. While in 
Britain the government sympathises with 
labor and seeks its co-operation, in Can- 
ada labor unions are looked upon with 
suspicion and labor leaders are spirited 
away to interament camps.

N the midst of the second 


great war within a quar- 
ter of a century, Canadians 
on Tuesday will commemor- 
ate Remembrance Day and 
pause to honor those who 
gave their lives in defence of 


|liberty and democracy in the 


conflict that raged on land, 
sea and in the air from 1914- 
1918. It is a matter of 
boundless pride that Cana- 
dians played an outstanding, 
vital part in that war and in 
the terrific battles 


and gave reason for estab- 
lishment of the day now set 
aside in their memory. 

At 11 a.m, on Novy, 11, 1918, the 
Feast Day of St. Martin, the 
world war that had engulfed na- 
tions for more than four years 
was terminated and the Canadian 
Corps stood fast on its lines as at 
that hour—lines pushed several 
miles beyond Mons, which city 
had been liberated at 3 a.m. that 
day by troops of the 7th Canadian 
Infantry Brigade of the 3rd Can- 
adian Division—the Royal Cana- 
dian Regiment, Princess Patyi- 
cla’s Canadian Light Infantry, 
42nd Battalion, Royal Highland- 
ers of Canada (from Montreal) 
and the 49th Battalion (Edmon- 
ton Regiment). 

Following receipt of a radio mes- 
sege from the German 
mand at the Eiffel Tower, Paris 
radio station of the French govern- 
ment, and exchange of further 
messages, German peace envoys 
waited on Marsha! Ferdinand Foch, 
generalissimo of the Allied armies 
at Spa on Nov. 10. Foch told them 
that he had the terms of a protocol
